Board Calls 
Open Meeting 
For Thursday

Courier and Times Staff Writer 
The municipal building of Ben- 
salem township will be the scene 
of an open meeting Thursday 
night when the Supervisors ex­ 
plain the proposed zoning changes. 
The supervisors issued a state­ 
ment today outlining their plan. 
The proposal, if accepted, will re­ 
zone approximately 255 acres in 
the Upper Mill Creek watershed. 
The new established zone will per­ 
mit construction of 1600 semi-de­ 
tached 
homes 
and 
subsequent 
planned industry. 
Statement 
The purpose of the statement is 
to place on the record the facts 
concerned with the proposed plan. 
The statement says, “A lack of 
knowledge as to what is proposed 
may tend to becloud the facts and 
lead some people to voice oppo­ 
sition to projects which the super­ 
visors feel are in the best inter­ 
ests of the community. 
The statement 
contends 
that 
planning and zoning is essential 
because “ Housing and industrial 
development is taking place all 
about us in the Delaware Valley. 
We cannot stand still in Bensalem 
township; we cannot—no m atter 
how fervently some of us wbh it 
—say, ‘leave us alone.’ 
“The growth in Delaware Val­ 
ley will flow over us or through 
us. It will not go around us—it 
will not leave us alone.” 
To Construct Sewer 
The supervisors emphasize that 
the developer has committed him­ 
self to construct a sewer and wat­ 
er distribution system “for which 
he will pay and then donate the 
system to the township.” 
Adequate sewer facilities are vi­ 
tal to the growth of industry and 
commercial projects will be made 
available, “ without costing a sin­ 
gle penny in taxes.” 
Bensalem township has the high­ 
est per capita residential tax rate 
in Bucks county. The supervisors 
feel that the area will grow with 
or without planning. Without the 
planning, they believe it will be 
necessary to impose even a higher 
tax rate. 
“ And the Bensalem township 
authorities are against more tax­ 
es," the statement concludes.

homes were found to be prepar­ 
ed. Even a little preparation is 
of inestim able value, not only in 
case of atomic attack, but also 
during the coming hurricane sea­ 
son,” Mr. F rank sa d. 
“ When questioned about their 
knowledge of Civil Defense plans 
by CD directors, m ost residents 
talked of evacuating and ‘heading 
for the hills’ in case of m an-m ade 
disasters,” 
Mr. 
F rank 
sta t­ 
ed. While an evacuation plan is in 
operation for Philadelphia, no such 
procedure is planned for Lower 
Bucks. Unless the local rad alogic­ 
al team s report excessive radia­ 
tion, Levittown residents are ad­ 
vised to stay in their homes where 
they have shelter, some food, tools, 
and friends, rather than further 
over - crowd 
routes, 
probably 
passing through excessively ra ­ 
dioactive areas on their w ay to 
the hills. 
Food, Liquids 
Each home should have a few 
cans of food and liqu ds. Frozen 
food and the public water supply 
is not to be relied upon because 
of the likelihood of power failure. 
An adult needs at least a quart 
of liquid a day, Mr. Frank said. 
Few homes have operative fire 
extinguishers, candles, or first a d 
supplies. These items are not ex­ 
pensive and will pay for their 
cost in avoiding unnecessary hard­ 
ship in a disaster situation. 
“ Once m ore the call goes out to 
prepare your homes with a few 
days worth of canned food and 
liquids, first aid supplies, candles, 
and a fire extinguisher,” stressed 
Frank.
